BANK OF PORTUGAL WINS 
DAMAGES OF $2,590,000 


It. Has Sued London Printers for 


Running Off Currency on 
Forged Orders. 


DON, Dec. 22.—The Bank 
today won damages 


000, against 4%Vaterlow & Sons, 
of London, whom it 
charged with having . negligently 
printed Portuguese bank notes on 
forged contracts. The bank asked 
for £627,183, approximately $3,- 
054,000. 

The trial provided one of the 
greatest legal battles in the history 
of the English law courts. It 
lasted three weeks with witnesses 
from Portugal, Holland and Lon- 
don and the court. record filled 20 
volumes. Lawyers worked long pre- 


paring the case and the whole thing 


cost about $250,000. 

Originally the action was for 
nearly $5,500,000 and was referred 
to in the newspapers as the million- 
pound lawsuit.

BROTHERS SHIPS 


Check Made After Sinking’ 


of Finnish Liner Oberon 
in Cattegat — Vessels, 
‘ Planes Hunt Bodies. 


THREE LIFEBOATS 
FOUND EMPTY 


Six Hours Trying to Re- 
vive Her. 


By the Associated Press. 

COPENHAGEN, Dec. — A 
check today showed 41 lives lost 
in the sinking of the Finnish liner 
Oberon in the Catterat Friday 
night after a collision with its sis- 
ter ship, the Arcturus. The Arc- 
turus and other vessels which went 
to the stricken ship’s aid rescued 
40 of the passengers, officers and 
crew of the ship, which was en 
route to,Hull from Baltic ports. 

The body of a Swedish blond, 
wearing a gold necklace, a gold 
bracelet and a ring, was wasked up 
on the beach near Nidingarne 
Lighthouse on the Cattegat last 
night. 

It developed that the brothers 
commanding the two ships, 
Capts. Erik and Ossi Hijeit, had ex- 
changed Christmas greetings by 
radio a few moments before the 
collision, not realizing in the dense 
fog their ships were so close to- 
gether. 

As the fog lifted, permitting ob- 
servation over the scene of the

Mariners think most of 
those lost were trapped in their 


bunks and sank with the ship. 
Large Crowds at Quay. 
Large crowds thronged the quay, 
where the Arcturus was discharg- 
ing its cargo. In its battered bows 
they saw evidence of the razor-like 
slash which sent the Oberon down. 
The most pitiful figure among 
the survivors is Capt. Erik Hjelt, 
commander of the Oberon, who sits 
in his brother’s cabin with the body 
of his 4-year-old daughter, Elisa- 
beth, whom he tried to rescue. 
After he and his daughter had 
been picked up by the Arcturus, he 
worked over the body of the child 
for six hours in an attempt to re- 
store life, and then fell, exhausted. 
No trace of the child’s mother 
has been found. Reminiscent of 
Longfellow’s “Wreck of the Hes- 
perus,”’ she was making the trip so 
the child could be with her father 
on Christmas. Capt. Ossi Hjelt has 
gone without sleez' since his ship 


barged out of the fog and sank his 


brother’s vessel. Erik had been 
bound toward England and Ossi 
for home. 

Eric Vickers, an English resident 
of Finland, was safely aboard the 
Arcturus when he saw Mrs. Gilbert 
Williams and a child struggling in 
the chill waters. Despite the half- 
frozen condition of his clothes, 
Vickers dived to their rescue, but 
perished with them. Williams, the 
husband and father, had left the 
stip at Copenhagen, while his wife 


and child continued on to spend 
Christmas at their old home in 
England. 


British Woman Rescued, 


Miss Phyllis Tipping, one of the 
British survivors, who is employed 
at the American consulate at Hels- 
ingfors, was rescued with John 
Martin, also an Englishman, and it 
was Martin who told of Vickers’ at- 
tempt to save Mrs. Williams and 
her child. 

Martin told of the death of Pur- 
ser Bamford, an Englishman living 
at Helsingfors, who at the moment 
of impact went below to save the 
stewardesses. He managed to take 
one or two of them to the deck 
and then returned below to rescue 
others. ,“He must have known,” 
said Martin, “that he was going to 
certain death.’”’ The purser was 
never seen again. 

Miss Tipping, Martin said, was a 
heroine of the disaster. She fell 
into the water after the collision, 
he related, and swam around in the 
cold and blackness before finding 
an empty boat, into which she 
climbed. The boat sank under 
her. ‘ 

“afterward,” said Martin, ““when 
she was almost dead, she found a 
lifeboat with an acetylene flare 
which she held up with one hand 
while supporting a Finnish stew- 
ardess with the other until she was 
rescued and was taken aboard the 
Arcturus almost lifeless and very 
badly bruised.” 

Martin himself had a narrow 
escape from death. As the Oberon 
heeled over he took his wife under 
one arm and the captain's child 
under the other, and, after great

Luacs declared he borrowed 
$4000 from the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank to pay the printing 
bill. Wade H. Cooper, president 
of the bank, testified today that 
on the day the loan was made the 
bank. received the following letter 
on the stationery of the National 


Committee, signed bv Lucas as ex-' 


ecutive: 

“You are requested to loan to 
Mr. Robert H. Lucas $4000 to be 
evidenced by his personal note, 


dated today, payable 30 days after 
date, and in consideration of your 


making said loan, which Mr. Lucas 
may, in his ‘own discretion, from 
time to time renew, either in full 
or curtailed, hold $4000 of the 
balance on your books in the spe- 
cial account of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee as security.”’ 

The special account, Cooper dis- 
closed, was distinct from the regu- 
lar standing account maintained by 
the committee. He said it was 
opened Oct. 23 by Joseph R. Nutt 
of Cleveland, Republican National 
Treasurer, with a deposit of $40,- 
000. Nutt gave instructions that 
either Lucas or himself were au- 
thorized to draw on the account, 

Speciat Account Unexplained, 

Cooper could not give the rea- 
son for the special account, saying 
Nutt did not explain the purpose 
in opening it. Chairman Nye in- 
quired if the money was not in- 
tended to be used in the November 
Senatorial cemrpaigns, but the wit- 
ness repeated he did not know. 

Lucas revealed that not all the 
klan literature ordered by him 
went to Nebraska. It went also 
to Montana, Kentucky, Colorado, 
Ohio, West Virginia and Delaware, 
but in every state except Nebraska 
it was used against Democratic 
Senatorial nominees. Lacas only 
claimed to have paid personally for 
that which went to Nebraska. He 
assigned $810 as the cost of that 
consignment. 

Nye stated at the close of the 
hearing today that it seemed “‘a 
reasonable inference” that the 
$40,000 account was 4 “slush 
fund,” separated from the Nation- 
al Committee’s general account for 
purposes of concealment. He also 
said it was “perfectly obvious” that 
the National Committee, and not 
Lucas personally, was to pay for 
the literature. 

Cooper was directed to produce 
all checks drawn on the account 
since Dec. 1. 

Senator Bronson Cutting (Rep.), 
New Mexico, declared today that 
the effort of Lucas to defeat Nor- 
ris constituted ‘political thug- 
gery.” He added that unless 
Lucas’ conduct is immediately re- 
pudiated by those ‘higher up” -— 
meaning President Hoover — the 
Republican organization “will cease 


to exist.” \ 
Meantime, agents of the Senate 
Campaign Funds Investigating 


Committee, which uncovered the 
evidence of Lucas’ activity last 
week, were examining his account 
at a local bank to ascertain 
whether he received assistance in 
financing the underground attack 
on Norris. Lucas told the commit- 
tee Saturday that he personally 
paid the bill, but Senator Norris 
told the Senate later that “nobody 
who heard his testimony believes 
it was his own money.”

SANTA CLAUS: IND.” 
POSTOFFICE SWAMPED 


50,000 Parcels Received to Be 
Remailed — Postmaster Has 
to Pay for Handling Them. 


The little town of Santa Claus, 
Ind., a hamlet of 60 persons four 
miles east of Lincoln City, is 
swamped with Ictters and parcels 
from all over the world, destined to 
be sent out again bearing the co- 
yeted “Santa Claus’’ postmark. 

James F. Martin, wio has run 
the Postoffice in his general store 
for 28 years, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter over the telephone today 


that “already more than 50,000 
pieces of Christmas mail has come 
in” 

“There’s 12 times more. mail 
coming in this year than ever be- 
fore,” Martin said. “I’m fairly 
snowed under. Why, there’s hardly 


room left in my store for the 
stock. 2 
Several thousand letters and 


packages have been sent from St. 
Louis to be remailed. Last year 
my office remailed 20,000 pieces of 
mail, but it looks as if that won't 
be a caution to what we'll have. to 
handie this.time.” 

*Postmaster Martin, whose com- 
pensation is based on stamps can- 
celed through his. office, disclosed 
that the flood of outside mail did 
not increase his income, since. it is 
regarded as mail diverted from 
other postoffices and rot to be 
counted in fixing the postmaster’s 
income; Most of the letters are al- 
ready stamped, he said, sent him 
in batches, addressed, *“‘Postmaster, 
Santa Claus, Ind.,”’ to be forwarded. 

“TI guess maybe my name ought 
to be Santa Claus,’”’ Martin con- 
tinued, “‘because I have to pay out 
of my own pocket for handling all 
this mail. I’ve hired six.clerks to 
help out and I reckon it’s going to 
cost me close to $200. But it ad- 
vertises the town and besides lots 
of folks from all around come to 
my store to see us sending out the 
mail.”’ - : 


Postmaster Martin, who inter- 
rupted his conversation to yell to a 
clerk, ‘‘Be careful, Joe, of that red 
package, it’s marked ‘fragile,’”’ 
said he got letters inquiring about 
his work all the year round and 
during the hottest days last sum- 
mer. received a few from children, 
addressed to “Santa Claus.” He 
always takestimetoanswer them, 
he said, but when the big rush is 
on it “seems like I don’t get a 
chance to@turn around.” 

Martin, who is 54 years old, was 
born near Santa Claus, and runs 
the store his father founded. He 
has three children, who, he says, 
“are handy to have about the store, 
especially at Christmas time.” 

As the Postmaster spoke over the 
telephone thuds and shouts, signal- 
izing the arrival of another load of 
mail, punctuated his conversation. 

“Sorry to ring off,” he exclaimed, 
“but the mail is here and I'll have 
to help.”

Body Sighted in Weeds 
Near New York Flying 
Field—Gangster’s Body 


in Stolen Auto.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22. — The 
body of Stephen Sweeney, 22 years 
old, six months out of Sing Sing 
prison, was sighted by an aviator 
and his student pussenger yester- 
day afternoon as they flew low to 
make a landing at the Parkway 
Flying Field, just opposite the Avi- 


Sweeney, who, even at the time of 
his death, was being sought by 
police for violation of pargle and 
as a suspect in half a dozen rob- 
beries, had been shot through the 
heart. His body lay face down- 
ward in tall weeds at the side of 
the parkway. 

Margaret Murray, an unemployed 
telephone operator, who was a 
friend of Sweeney and was with 
him early yesterday morning, was 
held as a_ witness. She told 
police Sweeney took her to a movie 
Saturday night and then to a night 
club on lower Manhattan. At the 
club, she said, they were joined by 
two men whose names she did not 
remember. She was wearing an 
expensive fur coat which they said 
was given her by Sweeney shortly 
after his release from Sing Sing.

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SOVIET REVISES FOOD SYSTEM 
TO RELIEVE STINTED MILLIONS 


Striking at Bureaucracy and Spirit of Private 
Trade, Policy of ““Work to Eat” 
Is Laid Down. 


By the Associated Press. 
_ MOSCOW, Dec. 22.—Soviet Rus- 


sia is shaking down her entire food 
distribution system under a decree 
published today by the central 
committee of the Communist party. 
Its prime object, beyond removal 
of sabotage agents boring from 


within, appeared to be provision of 
more food for the stinted millions 
in areas far from agricultural cen- 
ters. 

The decree pillories the commis- 
sariat of internay supply, describ- 
ing its work as unsatisfactory and 
teporting that he “meat and veget- 
table trusts are clogged with anti- 
\Soviet agents, 48 of whom recently 
were shot.” It asserts that the co- 
operative agencies must be 
“cleaned out from top to bottom,” 
and it details 100 trusted members 
of the Central Committee and oth- 
ers to the provinces under orders 
to reorganize the meat and vege- 
table supply system, 

Incidentally the report lists the 
Soviet co-operative society’s trade 
turnover for 1930 at about 12,000,- 
000,000 rubles (approximately $6,- 
000,000,000), 
cent of the year’s total interna! 
trade. The basic capital of the so- 
ciety in 1930 was  1,600,000,000 
rubles over and above 996,060,060 
rubles which*belongs to the work- 
ers. 
In spite of its achievements, 
however, the co-operative systemi 
“has not yet abolished bureaucra- 
cy and the spirit of private trade,” 
the decree asserts, declaring that 


which was 66 per, 


the “co-operatives .must establish 
such forms of food distribution as 
wil] correspond with the general 
problems of socialistic construc- 
tion. The class principle in distri- 
bution must be enforced more vig- 
orously and distribution of prod- 
ucts must help to stimulate and en- 
courage socialistic forms of labor.” 

This last means in effect that 
only those who work and give 
whole-souled co-operation to the 
Communist policies will eat. 

The Central Committee indorsed 
the principle of the “closed shop,” 
an establishment at which only 
the workers of certain factories, 
unions and societies are permitted 
to make purchases, and urged that 
the closed shop principle be ex- 
tended. 

“Distribution,” the decree said, 
“must help to increase the produc- 
tivity of the worker and to combat 
desertion from the labor front. 
The co-operative system must be 
thoroughly purged and its staff re- 
newed. Workers must be installed 
instead of wreckers. The cultural 
growth of the masses and the abo- 
lition of unemployment place be- 
fore the co-operative agencies the 
problem of gradual conversion of 
the food supply system from indi- 
vidual forms to those of collective 
consumption. All restaurants must 
be placed under the control of the 
workers themselves; food must be 
improved, prices reduced and wast- 
ed time eliminated in order to

Delegates at London Parley 
Want Certain Number of 
Legislative Seats Reserved 
for Them.

LONDON, Dec. 22. — Mother

The memorandum points out that 
even in England where women have 
long taken an important part in 
public life only 15 women have 
been elected to Parliament in the 
last 12 years. ‘Therefore, as a 
temporary measure, it urges some 
special arrangement allotting a 
small proportion of seats to women. 

“We believe,”” the memorandum 
concludes, “that after a time when 
the public is no longer startled by 
the conception of women in public 
life and has learned to appreciate 
their presence there, such a provi- 
sion would no longer be necessary 
and women would be able to enter 
the political arena on the basis of 
‘a fair field and no favor.’ ” 

Both delegates addressed the 
conference today, wearing flowing 
Eastern gowns with silken saris 
wound round their bodies and over 
their heads. Mrs. Subbarayan wore 
a single diamond on the side of her 
nose in the Eastern manner. 

The women of India will bear 
their full share of responsibility in 
building the new State Mrs. Sub- 
barayan told the delegates, and she 
asked that the principle that sex 
should be no disqualification for 
serving the country be embodied 
in the. new constitution. 

Women are at present supposed 
to have equal franchise with men, 
she said, but because of property 
qualification there is no real equal- 
ity as few Indian women possess 
property. The Begum Sha Nawaz 
declared for universal suffrage but 
admitted the necessity of a tran- 
sitional period. 

She suggested the extension of 
suffrage to 25 per cent of the adult 
population instead of 10 per cent 
as was suggested in the report of 
the Simon Commission. 


SAFETY ZONE ORDINANCE 
IS SIGNED BY MAYOR 


Measure Designating Authority to 
Director of Strects Becomes Ef- 
fective Immediately.

But the Marquet adherents as- 
sembled near the station exit and 
as 500nN as the Prince appeared the 
rioting began. Yesterday the 100 
men of Monaco’s Standing army 
were mobilized to prevent such an 
outbreak, but the Prince postponed 
his arrival for a day. 

When the fighting began the 
handful of police and ecldiers 
found themselves forced to leave 
the Prince’s side and disperse the 
crowd. 

They made many arrests, earry- 
ing their prisoners away in their 
arms and sometimes dragging them 
along by the hair. 

When the outbreak had quieted 
down and the Prince finally 
reached the palace the army sta- 
tioned itself in the public square 
with fixed bayonets as a warning 
to the rioters. 

Trouble began in Monaco last 
summer when the Prince dissolved 
the two legislative councils. There 
was another elecfion after that and 
the situation Was quieter for a 
time. 

Discontent was increased by the 
recent failure of a real estate firm 
headed by the brother of the Pre- 
mier, who is also Mayor of Monte 
Carlo. The Mayor is facing 
charges growing out of the failure 
and his brother is in prison.

WHEREABOUTS OF CZAR’S BONES 
NOT KNOWN TO GEN. JANIN 


He Says He Turned Purported Re- 
mains to Former Ambassador 
to Italy. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 22. — A statement 
which deepens the mystery of the 
disposition of the purported § re- 
mains of the former Russian Czar 
and other members of the imperial 
family has been received by the 
Associated Press from Gen. Maurice 
Janin. 

Dispatches from Prague had said 
that Janin, who commanded anti- 
Soviet forces in Siberia in 1919, had 
written a book in which he de- 
clared he brought the ashes and 
other remains to France and buried 


them on his private estate. 
Janin telegraphed as follows from 
his home, near Mens: 


“In 1920 Z received at Harbin 
from Dietrichs four valises which 
contained, besides documents and 
objects which bore a relation to the 
investigation into the assassination 
of the imperial Russian family, 
some remains gathered near Ka- 
terinburg at the places where the 
bodies were carved to pieces and 
burned. They included parts of 
bones and a finger presumed to be 
that of the Empress of Russia, 

“This collection, intended to be 
forwarded to Grand ‘Duke Nicho- 
las of Russia, was turned over by 
his réquest to M. de Giers, former 
Ambassador to Italy, after having 
been kept here three months.

“We have to 
make that choice now, we can not 
evade it or postpone it. 

“For unless we can build this 
structure of world peace upon a 
firm foundation, unless we can do 
it now before the memories of war 
have faded, we may depend upon 
it that sooner or later—and prob- 
ably rather sooner than later—a 
cataclysm will come upon the 
world which will engulf all that we 
care about in Western § civiliza- 
tion.”

Why We Have Unemployment, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE article entitled, “Why We Have 

Unemployment,” by Leo Wolman, re- 
printed from the Yale Review, furnished 
food for thought on our economic prob- 
lems, 
The product of labor is 100 per cent 
but in a civilized state labor can receive 
only a portion. When @ savage kills a 
bear, he produces both food and cloth- 
ing for hitnself and has 100 per cent of 
the product of labor. The laborer in a 
factofy receives wages representing only 
a portion of what he produces because 
a portion of the product must go to the 
owners of the land and to the owners of 
capital, representing their respective re- 
turns on their investments. When these 
portions are not equitably divided, one 
or two groups may receive more than 
they can consume and the wheels of in- 
dustry are halted until those having an 
excess have consumed it or given it away. 
That portion of the produce going to the 
owner of a natural opportunity of any 
kind is essentially a heavy tax on the 
other two factors in production.

| Public interest in the work of {he Wickersham 
commission has been so centered in its forthcoming 
report on probibition that it has lost sight of the 
many other important inquiries which that body has 
under way. The commission was originally directed 
by Congress to make a thorough study of the whole 
problem of law observance and enforcement. Far. this 
purpose it has employed a large group of experts who 
are investigating various phases of this question 
under its direction, and its reports will bégin coming 
out next month, They will continue until July. 

* The commission is attempting to ascertain, for ope 
thing, how much the luxury of crime costs the Amer- 
ican people in dollars and cents. A careful account- 
ing of the cost of the administration of justice in 
American cities is being made, the first study of this 
sort which has ever been attempted. Any effort which 
is made to cope with the problem of crime is handi- 
capped by the lack of any comprehensive national 
system of criminal statistics, The commission there- 
fore bas also requested Prof. Sam Bass Warner of the 
Harvard Law. School to prepare a plan for the col- 
lection and publication of such statistics by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

The difficult question of underlying causes of crime 
is being approached in a number of inquiries. The 
Russell Sage Foundation is studying and will report 
to the commission on the influence on criminality of 
unemployment and inadequate occupational opportun- 
ity. Another investigation deals with. the neigh- 
borhood environment as a causative factor; juvenile 
delinquency is the subject of study of a group di- 
rected by Miss Miriam Van Waters, referee of the 
Juvenile Court of Los Angeles. Special attention is 
being devoted to the methods which are now em- 
ployed in dealing with juvenile offenders. Another 
group, directed by Dean Edith Abbott of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, is inquiring into the problem of 
crime among the foreign-born and is examining the 
methods emplo¥ed by law enforcement agencies deal- 
ing with aliens. A special inquiry in this field has 
to do with the administration of deportation proceed- 
ings by the Bureau of Immigration. One subcom- 
mittee is studying the question of official lawlessness | h 
and will report on police brutality, third degree meth- 
ods, arrests without warrant, unlawful searches and 
seizures, unfair prosecutions, and the like.

OMMUNIST control in Russia repre- 
Coens a challenge to the prevailing social 

order ata time when, especially in Europe, 
it can least afford to be challenged. Its suc- 
cess in Russia would demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of what has always been consid- 
ered a utopian dream; for while Russia in 
transition igs anything but utopian, Russia 
in the complete realization of its final aims 
might present a disagreeable example of in- 
dustrial democracy to the workers of the 
world. Also, communism is an international 
movement, aiming at an international so- 
cial revolution which will dispossess the 
present ruling classes. 

It has devoted bands of adherents in ev- 
ery land animated by the same philosophy, 
adhering to the same methods of attack— 
methods which frequently bear witness to 
their courage rather than to their gooij 
sense, While the stories of the great quan- 
tities of Russian gold poured into the com- 
munist coffers of the world are grossly ex- 
aggerated, the Third International—like the 
central bureau of any ether international! 
organization —- quite naturally assists its 
member parties whenever such aid is pos- 
sible and necessary. 

Many of the activities of the various com- 
munist parties of the world, but particular- 
ly in the United States, may seem to the 
Outsider the height of social romanticism 
unless they are viewed in the light of basic 
communist premises, It is the failure to 
view them thus which accounts for the in- 
credible stupidity with which the subject 
has beeh discussed in official circles. To 
the communist, a8 to the anarchist, the or- 
ganized state, whatever its form, is the 
embodiment of force. But the communist, 
unlike the anarchist, believes that the 
worker must gain control of and use this 
form of forcg to achieve his final emanci- 
pation. 

« . * 

This state exists, says the communist, t6 
protect the interest of the ruling class. The 
workers, naturaliy, have no interest in the 
state which exists to legalize and enforce 
their exploitation. The workers are rapidly 
beginning to realize this fact, as in its final 
stage of imperialism. which Lenin has de-~ 
scribed at length, capitalism becomes more 
unstable and develops wars, industrial crises 
and, unemployment on an increasingiy larger 
scale. This, it ts claimed, has been illus- 
trated by the events of the past 12 years 

In other words, the communist believes 
that the inevitable breakdown of capitalism, 
due to its inability to meet the changing 
conditions of international production and 
distribution, is now taking place. This leads 
us to the mainspring of communist activity. 
the tenet \. hich covers al! communist think- 
ing and makes them “behave the way they 
do” here and abroad. | 

The imminence of this conflict rests heav- 
ily on all communist thought. The work- 
ers, the communist argues, having beth 
numbers and the logic of history on their 
side, are bound to be eventually victorious. 
This does not mean that the workers are, 
as a whole, fast becoming class-conscious 
communists, It is not necessary that, as 
a whole, they should have any preconceived 
nétion of the goal. It is sufficient that an- 
other World War, a prolonged and serious 
industrial depression, or a great strike—all 


’ 
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of which they consider inevitable under the 
present order of mass production—should 
light the fires of instinctive rebellion. When 
this moment of disillusionment or revolt cr- 
rives, it w4ll be the function of the com- 
munists, acting as a disciplined, united and 
highly conscious group, to assume leader- 
ship, wrest control of the state from the 
political puppets of the exploiters, bring 
order out of chaos and institute the work- 
er’s dictatorship. This is what happened in 
Russia, and no one who has studied the 
history of revolution can doubt that, given 
the proper circumstances, it can happen 
anywhere. 

The communist does not expect or offer 
“fair play.” He expects the policeman to 
club him and—theoretically, at least—would 
be disappointed*if he did not; for are not 
the police, like the army. the obedient min- 
ions of the ruling class? This theory, bv 
the way, the police seem all too eager to 
prove for him. 

The communist, in América as elsewhere, 
does not believe that the ruling class will 
dispossess itself without a struggle, even 
thewgh the aroused workers deo muster a 
constitutional majority. He goes through 
the motions of a political campaign (though 
he is already beginning to abandon this ges- 
ture). but declares frankly that eventually 
the struggle will be a forceful one.

This does not mean for a moment, as 
congressional investigators ve been so 
eager to prove, that manag et hth advo- 
cates individual violence or crime. Lenin 
was the unsparing critic of the Russian ter- 
rorist groups, and any communist who at- 
tempted an act of individual violence would 
immediately find himself outside a party 
which prides itself upon the discipline of its 


membership and whose dogma is “mass ac- 


tion.” To the communist fit will be the 
short-sightedness and greed of the exploit- 
ers, not the desire of the workers, that will 
make a struggle tnevitable. 

Communism is not only his soctal and 
political philosophy. It ts also his emotion- 
al substitute for religion, and disagreement 
with him becomes, therefore, his substitute 
for sin. His attitude toward his opponent 
is essentially that of the religionist’s atti- 
tude toward the sinner. To the active com- 
munist tolerance, fair mindedmess. the de- 
sire to see all around a subject, are \. eak- 
nesses in which the liberal can afford to 
indulge himself, but which to the soldier of 
the revolution spell cénfusion and defeat. 

One would be foolish because of the 
childish quality of certain local propaganda, 
to underestimate the validity of much of 
the communist indictment or of its unques- 
tioned appeal\to the desperate and hungry 
worker who has at last realized that he has 
no stake in the present social order. It 
the communists were as good psychologists 
as they are economists, if they indulged im 
more actua! adaptation to American work. 
ing-clasm realities and less wishfui-thinking 
in terms of Russian reality, their member- 
ship would undoubtedly be many times its 
present number and communism «a force 
te reckon with in a period of general de- 
pression and insecurity. .

A Change of Scene. 


HERE is perhaps no experience 

more refreshing to the adoles- 

cent boy or girl than to get 
away from home now and then— 
either by spending a year at board- 
ing school, a summer away § at 
camp or through making a visit 
at the home of a congenial rel- 
ative. 

Such periods of absence from 
home brings more than one ad- 
vantage. In the first place they 
help in the process of psychological 
weaning from home and family 
which is so essential a part of the 
business of growing up. 

Secondly, they give the child a 
chance to measure himself § in 
terms of his ability to get on in a 
more or less impersonal environ- 
ment. 

They help him to learn his short- 
comings and to correct his faults 
of social adjustment before they 
become too fixed to admit of mod- 
ification. They facilitate in every 
way the development of the technic 
of personal relationships as he will 
encounter them through life. 

Thirdly, if he has had difficul- 
ties at school or in his social life 
at home, they give him a fresh 
start. - He perhaps has become dis- 
couraged through failures and ad- 
verse criticisms, a new scene gives 
him the opportunity to see him- 
self with unprejudiced eyes. 

His old faults become less a part 
of him and he is able to separate 
them from his own image of him- 
self and perhaps actually sluff 
them off altogether in the new 
friendly atmosphere. 

The simple fact that he is in a 
new environment gives him a new 
chance for popularity, for success 
in his studies and for acquiring a 
wholesome attitude toward those 
who represent authority. 

But whether he has problems or 
not, every child needs an occa- 
sional change from home atmos- 
phere to develop independence and 
a rounded, socialized personality.
